Says 
H-S U Dean

this interview', Dean Stephen­

Caulley and is well-known there 
and in Hamlin. 
His mother, 
Mrs. Etta Stephenson, now' lives 
in Hamlin and teaches an adult 
class in the First Baptist Sun­ 
day School.

“American appeasement is about 
to be ended, and a firmer policy is 
in the making—one that we must be 
willing to fight, if necessary, to car­ 
ry out,” state W. A Stephenson, as­ 
sistant Dean and professor of Gov­ 
ernment at Hardin-Simons Univer­ 
sity, Abilene. Stephenson is a for­ 
mer district governor of Rotary In ­ 
ternational. 


Stephenson believes that Russia 
defnitely has 
aspirations 
toward 
world domination, and that the only 
w’ay th at the Ameroan people can 
combat it is by presenting the world 
with a better idea—that of a work­ 
ing democracy. 


“Russia now' loans as the greatest 
menace ever to confront the Amer­ 
ican people. The present commun­ 
istic program if aimed at reducing 
all people to a common denominator 
under state control/ 
Although communism has irhpfeV, 
ed conditions in Russia, it is dir­ 
ectly contrary to the American way 
of life in that it essentially calls for 
the submission of the individual, be­ 
lieves Stephenson. 
“Russia today is not purely com­ 
munistic, but is in the control of a 
very small 
communistic 
minority 
that has complete control of all of 
the phases of Russian 
life. 
The 
Russian people are not for com­ 
munism under the present system, 
but at present have no choice in the 
m atter since, in Russia today, it is 
a crime to think. 
“We do not understand the m eth­ 
ods the communists are using to un­ 
dermine our American institutions,” 
relates the dean. “The communists 
are attacking us more through or­ 
ganized labor and have Indulged in 
the misrepresentation of 
facts 
to 
promote confusion 
and 
mistrust 
Communism thrives on confusion 
and unrest, well aware of the fact 
th at people will throw' away every­ 
thing for security.” 
Stephenson believes that comm un. 
Ism in America can best be combat­ 
ed by educating the American peo­ 
ple to a familiarity with and a will­ 
ingness to fight for our own institu­ 
tions. At present, the people of the 
United States are conscious of what 
is going on, but do not know how to 
fight it. 
“It is not the government’s duty, 
but the duty of the people to stamp 
out the communist move in Amer­ 
ica,” relates Dean Stephenson. 
He Is under the impression that 
democracy and communism can ex­ 
ist in a w’orld at peace, but of both 
schools of thought include the idea 
tha tone or the other has to be eli­ 
minated, wrar is inevitable. 
“The United Nations, at present, 
is not strong enough to efficiently 
cope with the problems at hand, but 
the face an outright disputes are be­ 
ing openly discussed within the UN 
by delegates is evidenced that we do 
have a world forum, which Bs a great 
step in the right direction. 
“If peace can be maintained for IO 
years, th^ United Nations will have 
gained sufficient power to hold that 
peace for at lease a generation, pos­ 
sibly longer,” concluded Stephenson.

fered greater damages from the 
weather of last week, H. C. Stnley 
Jr., Jones County farm agent be­ 
eves. 
Cotton harvest in Jones County 
Is about 80 per cent completed. Sev­ 
eral mechanical pickers had al­ 
ready started operation in the area 
before the rain, and are slated to 
get back on the job as soon as fields 
are dry enough. 
Itinerant laborers 
have been leaving the section since 
the bad weather set in, and the 
clearing up of the balance of the 
crop will probably be a slow process, 
observers declare. 
Tile rains, which fell over the en­ 
tire county, will decrease the blow­ 
ing hazard for awhile, and they 
allowed all ginners to catch up with 
their ginning, clear out seed and 
recheck their machinery. 
Ranchers declare that the two 
inches of moisture now is worth 
three times that much next sum­ 
mer. 
Winter weeds and grass will 
build up a root system during the 
winter to make more grass for pas­ 
ture next season.

ChrLstnui' seals issued by Hic 
Texas Tuberculous Anociation went 
on sale in Jones County

In a proclamation officially desig­ 
nating the period from November 24 
to December 25 as Christmas Seal 
Month, Governor Beauford Jester 
pointed out in a release Sunday that 
tuberculosis takes an average of 
3,000 lives in Texas each year, and 
kills more people between the ages 
of 15 and 45 than any other dis­ 
ease. 
Tile governor called attention to 
the fact that the Texas Tuberculosis 
Association and its affiliated county 
associations are waging an effective 
and continuous campaign to contra 
this communicable disease, stating 
that tile funds to carry on their 
work are derived from the annual 
sale of Christmas seals. 
He urged

Cotton Crop Estimate 
Revised to 11.505,000 
Department of Agriculture last 
week estimated this year’s cotton 
crop at 11,505,000 bales of 500 gross 
weight. This estimate is a decrease 
of 3,000 bales from the 11,508,000 
forecast a month ago. 
Production last year was 8,640,000 
bales and 12,390,000 bales for the 
10-year (1935-45) average. 
The department said the yield of 
lint cotton per acre was indicated 
at 261.2 pounds, compared with 235 3 
last year and 250.6 for the 10-year 
average. 
In an accompanying report, the 
Census Bureau said 8,361,685 bales 
of cotton were ginned prior to No­ 
vember I. 
This compared 
with 
5,762,145 bales ginned to the same 
date last year and 5,151,873 to the 
same date in 1945.

Although communism has imply**, 
ed conditions in Russia, it is dir­ 
ectly contrary to the American way 
of life in that it essentially calls for 
the submission of the individual, be­ 
lieves Stephenson. 
“Russia today is not purely com­ 
munistic. but is in the control of a 
very small 
communistic 
minority 
that has complete control of all of 
the phases of Russian 
life. 
The 
Russian people are not for com­ 
munism under the present system, 
but at present have no choice in the 
matter since, in Russia today, it is 
a ci iuie to Hunk. 
“We do not understand the meth­ 
ods the communists are using to un­ 
dermine our American institutions,” 
relates the dean. 
“The communists 
are attacking us more through or­ 
ganized labor and have indulged in 
the misrepresentation of 
facts 
to 
promote confusion 
and 
mistrust 
Communism thrives on confusion 
and unrest, well aw-are of tile fact 
that people will throw away every­ 
thing for security.” 
Stephenson believes that comm un. 
Ism In America can best be combat­ 
ed by educating the American peo­ 
ple to a familiarity with and a will­ 
ingness to fight for our own institu­ 
tions. At present, the people of the 
United States are conscious of what 
is going on, but do not know how to 
fight it. 
“It is not the government’s duty, 
but til© duty of the people to stamp 
out the communist move in Amer­ 
ica,” relates Dean Stephenson. 
He Is under the impression 
that 
democracy and communism can ex­ 
ist in a world at peace, but of both 
schools of thought Include the idea 
tha tone or the other has to be eli­ 
minated, w'ar is inevitable. 
“The United Nations, at present, 
is not strong enough to efficiently 
cope with the problems at hand, but 
the face an outright disputes are be­ 
ing openly discussed within the UN 
by delegates is evidenced that we do 
have a world forum, which Is a great 
step In the right direction. 
“If peace can be maintained for IO 
years, the United Nations will have 
gained sufficient power to hold that 
peace for at lease a generation, pos­ 
sibly longer,” concluded Stephenson.

Living- Cost at New 
All-Time High for 
Month of September 


Hamlin and Jones County house­ 
wives were concerned at the report 
th at retail food prices in September 
hit a record high, sending the cost 
of living up another two per cent 
for moderate-income families. This 
inform ation was released by the Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics Friday. 
Prelim inary estim ates placed the 
consumers’ price index at a peak 
of about 164 per cent of the 1935-39 
average. 
The September index is 12 per 
cent higher than a year ago, 23 per 
cent above June, 1946, when most 
OPA controls were abandoned, and 
66 per cent over the August, 1939, 
level. 
The food index for September was 
203.5 per cent of the 1935-39 aver­ 
s e . 
This was 40 per cent above 
June, 1920, the post-war peak of 
World W ar I. 
The consumers’ price index is 
based on surveys in 18 cities of re ­ 
tail prices of goods and services 
nurchaaed by m oderate income fam ­ 
ilies.

The U. S. Denartment of Agricul­ 
ture said cattle tnd calves have 
shown heavy shrinkage during -lie 
past 30 days on the short dry range 
feed over most of the state. 
General rains are needed in the 
sheep country where, In most parts, 
sheep are in “unusually poor flesh ” 
said USD A.
